WOMEN CAUSE MOST 

DISTRACTIONS IN 

COLLEGE LIBRARIES 



Unsuspecting students in tho lib- 
rary have in the pt'-st two weeks beîn 
used to secure some statistics for 
the department. 
Sections in phyohology of education 
have been observing 126 students, 
ostensibly in the library to study, 
w ill a view to de'.erinln'iiiR the fre. 
qwency, periods, and causes for which 
their attention was distracted from 
t.'ie 'oontemplatlon of bi>oka. 

In this experiment to discover how 
often.' how long, and why the, aver- 
age student wasted time, the two 
psychology classes were divided into 
Pairs. It was the duty of each pair 
to observe for a half-hour period some 
individual seated in the library and 
to record the exact number of min- 
utes and cause of each diatract'on. 
Accurate results were assured by the 
checking of independent observa- 
tions. 

It was disclosed that the .'ivero.ge 
student was hampered by four dis- 
tractions every thirty minutes and 
that the average length of these per- 
iods on non-attention was two min- 
utes. 

The causes of disturbances were 
numerous and VPKed. Only three in- 



dividiiiils owed their innutlcnlion to 
Hie howls or campus canines while 
225 distract ions non Minted in the In- 
dividual's merely looking up or gaz- 
ing around for no apparent reason.. 
Women entering or moving about Uio 
room caused 00 and 30 distractions. 
Intense intcresl in the persona sil- 
ting opposite litem was manifested 
by 41 of the observed students — the 
statistics do not. show the reasons 
for this. Talk.-jt.ive neighbors caused 
AV interruptions and the library 
clock 24, Twenty day dreamers wcro 
discovered and twelve were caught 
napping. 

Futher summarization Cisuiosea 
that five of twenty students waste 
26 or more minutes and ten of every 
1 twenty waste fifteen or more illimités 
every hour spent in the library. One 
of this number, however, apparently 
.suffers no relaxation of attention 
but also there is an average of one 
In twenty who Ignores books com- 
pletely. It can be concluded that the 
average student wastes about a 
fourth of that time which he would 
state conscientiously he spent in con- 
centrated study. '

At Ilie first hearing 
the culprits were let out on personal 
bonds after signing bonds of ap- 
pearance for the IS. Postponement 
of the trial was made since only nine- 
teen of tho twenty warrants worn 
served. One of t;he. twenty was away 
when the warrants were Issued and 
could not be reached In Unie for I he 
hearing on the ninth. 

Little ta known as to Hie action 
that will be tn,kon by the men who 
are concerned with the alTair. Two 
courses are open 10 them according- 
to the la.w. They may either pay t:'.io 
damage that was Incurred- or t hoy 
may plead guilty and lake Ihe con- 
sequences as offered by law.

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INTELLECTUAL LAZINESS 



It is easier to follow precedent, the way of least resistance, 
than it is to think. Thinking is a difficult occupation in which it 
appears few have the courage to indulge. It has been freely ad- 
mitted that by nature man is lazy. This mental inertia must be 
overcome if success is to be achieved. How many of us must drive 
ourselves to mental effort? Why in study do our mind's run at a 
tangent in the direction of least effort requiring constant effort 
to bring it back into profitable channels? One apparent reason is 
that we are 'hot accustomed to prolonged concentration; and 
again there is usually some compulsion outside the acquiring of 
knowledge which goads a man to his work. 

This line of least resistance leads to the movies, fiction so- 
cial affairs, anything that will keep the mind active in an easy, 
pleasant way; anything but real mental work. This goes on until 
♦ve delude ourselves inito believing that we have no time for seri- 
ous work. If we are honest with ourselves, however, we will agree 
that rtur time equals that of th« man who is successful. 

We arc all creatures, of habit. Character and habit are prac- 
tically synonymous. In ithis respect our present educational system 
is ajt fault. Paternalistic method of teaching only force the pupil 
to conform to certain arbitrary rules which crush in the bud the 
independence of thought we most desire to develop. As at present 
constituted, the school devei&ps the dependence rather [than the 
independence of thc-thild. He is confined in such a way that he 
is made to believe the confinement is the main part of his educa- 
tion rather than his liberation. Restraint is necessary but now it is 
only accentuated. Authority frees the pupil from responsibility. 
He is assigned work for memorization, which requires a mini- 
mum of thought; and he can memorize monotonously. The gen- 
eral principles 'arc obv.rved 1 and given to him when they should 
be hidden so that he could search for himself. Such a method 
Paralyzes and represses his ability and desire for original thought. 
Is it strange then that students come to the university as sponges, 
copious note-takers, expecting ,to be given their profound cul- 
tural food with slight expenditure of effort on their part. ' 

Moral an:! physical problems are frequently solved in the 
imagination instead of by intellectual activities and decisions. 
Intellectual laziness i« becoming a universal weakness. The con- 
tinued prevalence of this weakness will lull to coma the power of 
.directive, concentrated thinking. 

•Such a thins as etudy'nî» a problem and working out men- 
tally the b"3l method of solving it is a comparatively rare pheno- 
menon. There are few .tasks in our daily routine no matter how 
well performed that can not be performed more quickly and ef- 
ficiently. Our mento! activities run in ruts which deepen as we 
grow older. For that reason college years are critical. It is easier 
■ to work by rote than to plan and think. As a rule we are too lazy 
*o use our minds efficiently. Attributing a fellow student's suc- 
cess to luck covers many of our failures. 

We arc all high pressure machines that arc habitually run 
a f low pressure, and only rarely do we realize our remarkable la- 
tent possibilities.

The Union Atmosphere. 
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An Engli 

Of American College Life 

By William Robson in The New Student 



A thoughtful student from the London School of Economics, 
on his return from America, «aid to hi» countrymen: 



During the past five month's I have seen what may, 1 think, 
lie regarded as a representative cross-section of American higher 
education, it having been my lot to visit some thirty colleges 
and universities scattered from one end of the continent (to the 
other. Those thirty colleges presented! a bewildering diversity of 
outward form, for they included- women's colleges and men's 
colleges, the small co-educational college and the great Sta,te 
university, the Negro (training institution and the Indian vocational 
school the endowed university of the Middle West ond the re- 
lativcly ancient scat of learning, such as Harvard and Yale in 
the East. At first it seemed a staggering impossibility to say any- 
thing whatever that would be valid of all those multifarious places 
where education is carried on. But gradually, as we journeyed' 
from college to college, I remembered .that, saying of Voltaire: 
Plus ca change, plus ca reste la même chose. 1 repeat it here for 
the benefit of those who, while reading this have been rapidly 
dividing the number of days in five months by thirty, and con- 
cluding that since (if travelling is allowed for) we could not 
possibly have stayed more than three or four days at each coU 
lege, ony remarks I may have to offer must, as a result, inevitab- 
ly be superficial . 

The visitor from Europe cannot fail to be amazed at two 
features in the American college system: first, its eitreme new- 
ness and tremendously rapid growth; and ^second, its accessibility, 
at any rate as compared with England, to the sons and daughters 
of the mass of the people. A degree of opportunity for higher 
education exists over there which is absolutely unknown on this 
side of the water. A boy or girl can get into college much more 
easily, and with much poorer parents, than is usually the case in 

England . - 

But when the boy gets in he receives something entirely 
different from what is known as a university education in Europe. 
He gets, not so much an insight into ways of (thinking and me- 
thods of reasoning, not so much a bockground of culture, as a 
training in "leadership." "citizenship", and "character." This may 
he a desirable thing at the present .point of development of the 
Un'.ted Sates, but it is something quite distinct from the Euro- 
pean conception of a university. 

The student not only gets something different, bujt he ex- 
pects something different. In England you go to the university ,to 
develop yourself, while in America you go.-fb the university to 
distinguish yourself. There you have a whole world 'of difference. 
In America a boy is always endeavouring to attain some outward 
sign of achievement, to make the co'Itge paper, to mske one of 
the clubs or fraternities, to make the football team .. The centre 
of gravity is in the world of action far more than in the world of 
L*i-jught. 

You get the same tendency echoed in the academic sphere. 
I was struck by the excellence, the vigour and (the competence 
with which affairs relating to the world of-action are handled. ! 
found that every one could use a typewriter and drive an auto- 
mobile. I found that drives for money were made on a vast scale 
and wi|th a success undreamed of in England. I found' that the ap- 
plied sciences, such as medicine and engineering and agriculture, 
and the vocational studies, such as law, are. at .their -best taoght 
(and learned'!) far better than anywhere in England. But when it 
came to what one may call by contrast the world of thought, 
quite the opposite was the case. Pure science and the purely cul- 
tural subjects, such as classics and literature and art, are abso- 
lutely inferior in most cases, and usually neglected. The situation 
in regard to them is either tragic or comic. Accordingly, although 
one meets students who obviously show promise of becoming 
great engineers, great doctors, captains of industry and so forth, 
one rarely if ever meets a student who seems destined to become 
a Darwin, a Beethoven, a Shelley. 

One of the main reasons why the American university system 
is not going the right way to produce men of genius in art and 
philosophy, pure science and literature, is because diversity of 
character is not encouraged but suppressed; for genius is the 
flower of exceptional diversity. Let me explain how this sup 
pression is brought about. 

In the first place you 'have the fraternity. A fraternity is a 
place where a number of young men invite other young men to 
join them on conditionthat they become like themselves. The 
resulting intellectual stagnation is called a fraternity; and in these 
places there i3 no room at all for a man who is in any way dif- 
ferent from his fellows. Any knobs on his character are quickly 
knocked off. The fraternity has certain good phases, but the 
above describes the effect upon the mentality of its members. 

Then there are the badges and class distinctions which 
abound in America, the land where jclass distinctions are suppos- 
ed not to exist. You can often Jtell from a man's appearance al 
most everything about him. At Leland Stanford (to take an ex 
ample at random) sophomores wear white corduroy trousers, ju 
nior8 wear small caps, seniors wear hard Mexican hats. At Okla- 
homa and elsewhere engineers wear Stetson hats lawyers carry 
canes; while the ubiquituos pins and" buttons' show which frater- 
nity a man belongs to and where he met his girl. The "tyranny 
of categories"' is pubhed 1 to an extreme point and has a very im 
portant effect in reducing '.the individual to a mere .member of a 
category, and robbing him of his individuality to what I consider 
a dangerous extent. Add to this the absence of a reasonable 
amount of privacy in the life of the student, and you may see what 
I am driving 8|t. The desire for privacy is regarded as bad form 
in American colleges; and the usual rule is that everybody's; .door 
must always be open for everybody to walk in' or look in ar'ran- 
dom. In the fraternities in particular, the lack of privacy is a spe 
cial curse. The men all keep together, eat together, wash together, 
play (together and sing together. In practice no one's door is ever 
closed, even if it is permissible in theory. 

But a certain amount of privacy is absolutely essential for 
the growth of individuality — indeed, fo r any real inner develop- 
ment at all. And this the American student does not get. That is 
why, when I looked through Herberjt Hoover's little book on 
American Individualism, it occurred to me that there is no real 
individualism whatever in America in the sense of there being a 
true diversity of character and personality. For this lack the uni 
versity system is largely responsible.

No, no: after the kindergarten and 
primary schools. The schools there 
are divided Into primary, higher pri- 
mary middle higher ami Imperial tho 
middle bclir.ol ccrreEpondlngg to our 
high schools, and tho higher schools 
being Identical with the college de- 
partments of our universities," The 
higher schools has general! a throe 
year course, but. often il la a lour 
or five-year course. 

"Tho completion of this course -id 
mlts to some on., oi' the regular Im 
Perlai universities whwo work Is 
done comparand; to graduate work in 
our universities — ll'leraturc. medicine, 
law." 

Wroto Rook on Subject 
Hut, thcro was to much more thai 
\v«a to Im paid on Japanese education 
that Professor il.'Cks -who, incidental- 
ly, taught in lhc First Commercial 
Middle Sc'.iool a> Kyoto for two years 
referred to an article, "Crlinvnscs of 
N'lppon at School" written by him <-n 
this subject, and appearing in 'he 
Journal of Knee Development .-'or 
January, IMS. 

Graduation from primary scrool 
admits without elimination to the 
higher primary," but after ttat "ri 
gorous" examinations arc required 
for lidmkt.'iiicc ii to any o£ tho kcIioqIb 
a.bove thi higher primary, because of 
the fact that there is a huge percen- 
tage yearly -who cannot be admitted 
on account of lack of facilities. 

The Japanese Government .lays 
great stress on the practical, and 
thus, "n co-ordtnaU'd governmeav sys- 
tem of commercial oduan-ikmiviw, 
— and oven now hi a state of transi- 
tion, the like of which has seldom be- 
fore boa.i known It is a system ot- 
fnringg a university degree second to 
none; a. system v. hlch takes the lad 
of 13, molds his mind, centers. ills at- 
tention on a gluiming ideal, the re- 
lization of whic-.i not only will con- 
slloasly satisfy the deepscat.od 
timehonored dotiro to exert hltmolf 
to the utmost for his Emperor, but 
which "will at the same lime stfbcon- 
bciousl gratify a new and growing 
love of seK" Out of the 13 higher 
schools run by t.ie entrai Government, 
there ara five higher commercial 
schools. 

Stress Fidelity to Emperor 
Among the courses ouillnod fJr tho 
middle school, tli»rc appears, morals— 
"which has two ibaslc virtues— loyal- 
ty to tho Emperor and filial piety. À. 
young man may get all tho fun out of 
life he pleases, as long as the doing '.s 
incidental to the service ho owes his 
Emperor and his Emperor's country. 1 
And, another couiîc. a foreign langu 
nge, EngWsh as a rule, un i in the com- 
mercial middle school it is required 
while tho o'her courses are essenti- 
ally the samo as cur own. 

Fewer children in Japan go unedu- 
cated than any other country. Tho 
term 'literacy,' f .inwevor, is misleading 
because of tho almost insuperable dif- 
ficulty o" the Chinese characters, there 
being 47.21G in ell. The men of or-li- 
nary education seldom employa more 
than 300(1 words. Tho American 
ten years Is less Illiterate ttin.n 
Japanese of 14." 

Studen' Power Stronger 
It the Japanese 3tudcnt body takes 
a strong dislike to a teacher— bo he 
native or foreign, then Is evidenced a 
student power unknown in American 
educational circles ;t'hcy riso up and 
demand the dismissal of the Ill-favor- 
ed one. And, though it bo In a land >I 
universal paternalism, yet In this 
case the will of tho learners 'is law 
tho professor must go. Woo bo, also 
to tho school or college read who In- 
curs the Ill-will of tho graduates." 

Further on, tho author of tho article 
states ."But in tho main, the chief 
différends between school-boy of the 
IMowery Kingdom and In tho United 
States arc minor." And ho also says, 
"'They will laugh, when for the life of 
you, you cannot see tho Joke .They 
how much, and it gets on your nerves. 
They are not polished and well-goom- 
ed. They seldom get up to glvo any 
but un aged woman a seat In the car. 
But they carry themselves better than 
the American youths; [hoy do not 
slouch — but, being under military 
diaclpllnt. they stand and alt erect — 
painfully so". 

A commendable practice of Japan Is 
that "they travel and the schools 
helps them to do so believing tha.l u 
first-hand knowledge of their awn 
land Is of great value." Besides, they 
Visit China, Korea and Siberia during 
the summer. 



EUROPEAN STANDARDS 

.Standards in European universities 
differ from (those of this Country in 

many respects, according' to J. p, 
WeMer of the Modern Language r>4. 
nartmont. who was for iomotirr.r. % 
student In the UnlverfcHy :if Drus- 
soin, Belgium. Admission require- 
ments t°i> these collepos amount to 
two years work in American schools. 
The study of Latin find Greek It 
strongly cmphnalzod. and degree re- 
quirements all specify courses In the*-» 
su'-vjoctd with the po^sililo exception 
of |iho inodical degree. 

No examination* aro given in tho 
University of Bruseelp until tho ond 
of the school year which conies In 
August. These examination's aro otal 
instead of wrlthcn aiijS cover an en- 
tire year's work in thro 3 questions 
two of a general and one of n spec- 
ific nature. 

Athlotlcs arc not u p.n<t of the 
school life In Brus;io',s, and duo iu 
the crowded condition!:, the studon'-'s 
life I'm' thnk of the city.

ENGLISH EDITOR CRITICIZES 
STYLE OF AMERICAN DAILY 

••"It is UP to. the youngor. nencra- 
Von to alter the present state of af- 
fairs in. American j'ournnl : sm,. to 

change the theory that th c L.C..V1. 
of journalism is the lowest common 
mentality, and to aller the appal- 
ling truth of today." stated Cecil 
rtoberts. noted English aul.'ior anrl 
editor, when interviewed fol'owlnir 

his talk at the Nassau Club lunch- 
eon recently. 

On being questioned as to his Im- 
pressions of this country's news- 
papers, Mr. Roberts replied: "If you 
will allow mo to say so, thoy aro 
exeofahile. They appear to he con. 
ducted by the criminologist and tho 
advertisement manager. Thc hon- 
orable exceptions t othis are emi- 
nent because they are so Isolated. 

'"Journalism," he continue ! not 
a Profession but a sort of vagrancy. 
Tiie mechanical fabric, and by this I 
mean the equipment, plant, and 
buildings which American journals 
possess, is far in advance of the rest 
of tho world. At the present moment, 
however, it seems that all the brains 
of the organ:ztlon arc In thc machine 
rooms and the composing depart- 
ment. 

"The principle upnn which It is 
fmiMM seems to he Mic Idea of n 
newspaper consisting of rivulets of 
literary matter trickling between 
hanks of advertisements. The young 
Journalist can aller this by the only 
power which Is loft to him:— thc 
threat of resignation. 

"Many of the brilliant journalists 
of Great riritain fiavc; strange to iny, 
come from tin scholastic profession 
to 'l.olr present field; They have 
theref' re exciinn.Ti ri one ? nr. of pov- 
erty ror another. Hut 'many a match 
flames bright with a poor stick' and 
Ihe best, minds have illuminated the 
pages of journalism, despite the. feeb- 
lest constitution, Therein lien Ihe. 
hope of Ihe press, In the urge of the 
spirit that rises superior to Ms natiir- 
a'lwtfc environment . 

Mr. Roberts added a few words on 
the subject of the altitude with 
which the -aspiring Journalist should 
take hi:< profession. "Too many," he 
s,j.d, "become ton absorbed In l he 
newspaper game, loo inuny become 
absolutely bound to their job. The 
troulile is thai one can nover suf- 
ficiently impress an employer by tho 
steady day by day work. H Is best 
to branch oui Into other lines. «Dite 
may write brilliantly on Monday and 
Tuesday^ a ml yet fall down mi Wed- 
nesday: bis superior win not over- 
look Ibis. 

"In other words, devote a cerla'n 
Unit; each day. or else a certain day 
of eaeb week- lo one's own pui-poscs, 
one's çrwn expression, with no lltotlgiht 
of any other occupa I ion. It ijj best 
In do fine's writing thus, and lo pub- 
lish Ihe results in Hie form of ar- 
ticles, fiction, whatever one's bent 
may be. In this manner Indepen- 
dence from the newspaper is secured, 
and reputations often are made by 
the re.sull* of this alone. To make 
a. mark in the world in considered an 
excellent qualification for advance- 
ment in journalism and 1 cpiild name 
seycra' of England's prominent edi- 
tors who owe their success to such a 
course as this".
